Claims 10-18 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim.

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. No antecedent basis for 'circular arc section'. 

Applicant appears to redefine the term 'notch' in claims 8 and 9, see claim 7 where 

'notch' is defined. Is this a second notch? 

Allowable Subject Matter
